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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references 
submitted in the IDS of 19 December 2008 have been reviewed. Margiott (US 6,365,291) is 
already of record, and cited in the supplemental International Search Report with an "A". Putter 
et al. (US 6,727,015 or DE 1,093,176) and Riidiger (DE 199 02 970) are cited with an "X", but 
are not seen as reading on the present claims, particularly claims 1 and 10. While Putter et al. 
disclose electrodes (2) comprising several segments (2') layered together, having channels and 
porous walls coated with catalyst, they are not integrally joined to form a single "substrate", as 
presently required, but are instead preferably separated by spacers (9), even though they are 
"joined to form a lamellar structure" (column 7, lines 24-29). Riidiger discloses two electrodes 
(3, 11) within, and contacting the walls of a container (9), but does not disclose any substrate 
having a plurality of walls extending in plural directions in the space between its two sides.
